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Federal Aid Pledged 
For Construction of 
Georgia Good Roads

Washington, July 5.—(Special.)— 
lederal aid to build 23 miles of 


good roads in Georgia and three 
concrete bridges was pledged during 
June by the department of agricul- 
ture, 

Compared with that in many other 
states, the road tvork which has 
been done in Georgia shows up to 


very good advantage, according to 
officials of the department, Only 
four projects were approved for the 
state this month, howaver, as com- 
pared with 19 projects for both April 
and May. 

Tentative approval by the depart- 
ment was given the following: 

The Cumming-Alpharetta road, 
punning from Cumming to the Mil- 
on county line in Forsyth county. 
This road-ig 11.2 miles long. Cost 
of improvement is estimated at $52,- 
226.50, of which $25,000. will be fed- 
eral aid,. (Sand clay.) 

‘The Dixie highway between Rome 
and Lindale in Floyd county. This 
road is 2.8 miles long. Cost of im- 
provement is estimated at. $96,332.39, 
of which $48,166.19 will be federal 
aid. (Concrete.) 

The Monroe-Logansville road be- 
tween Athens and Atlanta in Wal- 
ton county. This road is 9 miles 
long. Cost of improvement is esti- 
mated at $69,282, of which $34,991 is 
federal aid. (Sand ciay.)

A short backward glance into’ 


South American history is necessary. 
Seven or -ight years after Germany 
had torn Alsace and Lorraine from 
France and planted the seeds of the 
great world war, Chile and Bolivia 


‘went to grips over the seizure by 
the authorities of the latter country 
of the effects of the Chilean Nitrate 
company st Antofagasta, then a part 
of the Bolivian province of Atacama. 
Peru, who had a secret treaty with 
Bolivia, rushed to the assistance of 
her hard pressed ally, and for her 
pains got severely trounced. 

The. Chileans, who have been 
called the Prussians of South Amer- 
ica because of their thorough politi- 
cal and military organization, beat 
the Peruvians at every turn, both 
on land and sea, laid siege and oc- 
cupied Lima, the capital, and ex- 
tracted from Peru as the price of 
victory the rich nitrate lands orf 
Tagna and Arica on the Pacific sea- 
board. 

The treaty of peace, known as 
the treaty. of Ancon, ratified in 188! 
provided, however, that in ten years 
from that date the national status 
of the two provinces should be sub- 
mitted to a plebiscite of the peoples 
there, and the favored country 
should pay the other a sum of $19,- 
000,000 as compensation for the losa 
of the lands in question. 

Offer Dismissed, 


This clause has not been carrieca 
out so far, and the two prvvinces, 
with their unbounded wealth of sailt- 
petre, still remain in possession of 
Chile. The government of Chile 
has not refused to redeem their 
pledge on the plebiscite. Rather 
when the time came for one in ac- 
cordance with the terms of § the 
treaty the govornment.in Santiago 
put the matter up to the authorities 
at Lima, and invited action. But 
Peru back-slided; she knew before- 
hand that a referendum would go 
against her, and she turned the of- 
fer down. The Chileans avowed 
themselves satisfied, and declared tu 
the world that they were quite will- 
ing to fulfil their end of the. con- 
tract, and called attention to Peru's 
refusal, 

But when the Lima government 
took up a negative stand on the 
plebiscite question they. knew that 
Chile some two or three years pre- 
viously had taken the precaution to 
expel Peruvian subjects and popu- 
late the two provinces with her own 
officials and paid servants, so that 
a -vote v suld have gone overwheln- 
ingly against.Peru. Morcover,/th* 
elections would have taken Dlag un- 
Ger the auspices of the Chilean au- 
thorities, which was the sine qua 
non of their conditions. In face of 
this the government at Lima droppaJj 
negotiations with their erstwhile 
enemies, and began to agitate their 
cause in the capitals of tho Latin- 
American republics, and in'the Unit- 
ed States. 

The Ameriean goverpment has of- 
fered their gervices on divers oc- 
casions whey called upon by Peru, 
but while Chile is ever willing to 
submit the matter to a referendum 
of the veoples of Tagna and Arica 
she will not brook outside inter- 
ference in the elections. . 

Peru Will Petition. 

With matters standing thus Peru 
now intends to petition the league 
of nations tribunal for a solution vf 
this complicated and much quoted 
question, and she possesses at least 
this advantage over Chile for a 
sympathetic hearing: that while that 
country held aloof in the war and 
contented herself with making 
money out of the allies through he) 
vast sales of nitrates for war pur- 
poses, Peru broke off diplomatic re- 
lations with the Huns and arraigned 
herself on the side of the entente 
powers. 

South American diplomats in Eu- 
rope well versed on the subject be-- 
lieve that the only solution to the 
question lies in not international- 
izing but in inter-Americanizing 
these two provinces, and if Latin- 
American republics were approached 
on the matter it is quite certain they 
would concur in this decision, 

The two provinces lie on the Pa- 
cific coast. Bolivia, which is an in- 
land republic without any seaport 
on the Pacific, sends most of her ex- 
ports through Argentina over a 
long overland route, and her com- 
merce suffers accordingly. Argen- 
tina, too, whose eastern provinces 
border on Tagna and Africa, is with- 
out an outlet to the sea in this di- 
rection, while Brazil could conven- 
jeritly use a railway for her exports 
to the Pacific coast if Chile only 
gave her sanction. 

War Expected. 


Before the war and the creation 
of the Icague of nations it was gen- 
erally accepted in South Americx 
that a great continental war would 
break out there in time over the 
settlement of these two provinces. 
The loss of these rich nitrate lands 
to Peru has been a sore wound in 
her side ever since, while on the 
other hand it has and still continues 
to enrich the coffers of the Chilean 
nation, 

The nitrogen problem ts one that 
is, perhaps, little understood by the 
general public, This strangely be- 
haved element is a vital necessity 
both in war time and in peace. With- 
out nitrogen the allied gunners 
could not have fired a single shot: 
without it now farmers could not 
grow a single grain of wheat. For 
meny years past chemists. have 
known how to fix atmospheric nitro- 
gen, and thereby produce nitrogen 
compounds in usable form. t the 
processes involved were so difficult 
and expensive that it was cheaper 
to brine nitrates all the way frem 
these Chilean provinces than to con- 
hes the nitrogen in the atmosphere

In Chile the process is natural and 
accordingly inexnensive, the expens- 
consisting only in lifting and cart- 
ing away the nitrogen, which be- 
tween the hours of 4 and 6 in the 
morning and the same hors in th« 
afternoon covers the whole expanse

ish problem in Poland was presented 
to the diet yesterday afternoon when 
there was a heated debate as to the 
result of the anti-semitic riot, which 
took place in Warsaw the day bd 
fore. The version of the affair given 
by Rabbi Salpern to the diet was 
that a number of Jews were set 
upon and maltreated by men of Gen- 
eral Haller’s division accompanied 
by French soldiers. They were push- 
ed from a tramear, deaten and their 
beards cut. te ee | 

The uproar lasted several hours, 
during which siege was laid to the 
butchers’ shop, where some Jews 
had taken refuge. One Jew died, 
it is stated, from an apoplectic fit. _ 

M. Korfanty, representing the na- 
tionalist bloc of the right, brought 
forward a motion calling for legis- 
lation to enable that severe punish- 
ment be meted out to Jew -baiters. 
He preceded this appeal, however, 
by a strong indictment of certain 
Jews, who, he said, both in this copn- 
try and others, plotted against the 
Rover nannnt by intrigue with the 

ermans. He attached to his mo- 
tion for punishment of the rioters 
a clause calling for the protec- 
tion of the Poles against. the Jew- 
ish Bolshevist intrigues. 

Korfanty’s association of Jews, 
with Bolshevism, brought angry 
protests from the Jewish deputies. 
His speech represents fairly accu- 
rately the attitude of the Polish na- 
tionalists towards the Jews. Rightly 
or wongly, they attribute many of 
the troubles which Poland is pres- 
ently experiencing, to the machina- 
tion of Jews, Bolshevists and the 
Jewish population. One thing, gov- 
ernment can do to ftmprove matters, 
and that-is to make Jew baiting 
an unprofitable pastime. The main 
point made by Rabbi Salpern was 
that no effort was made by the po- 
lice authorities to put an end to 
the riot and that not a single rioter 
had been arrested. 


GERMANY DESIRE 
TO BEGIN REPARATON 


Paris, July 5.—Germany has in- 
dicated her desire to begin immedi- 
ately her compliance with the terms 
of the peace trety, regarding repara- 
tions.

Girls Learn to Make Homes. 


(From The London Times.) 
The woman who has lived con- 
tentedly and intelligently for a 
long time in domestic service, and 


has helped to train other servants, 
is usually the best fitted to state 
the pros, while others state the 
cons, of this form of work. Two 
leaflets which have just been is- 
sued by the “Mabys” (Metropolitan 
Association for Befriending Young 
Servants) are the result of a con- 
Sultation between a mistress and 
her head housemaid who has been 
with her more than thirty years. 
The advantages of service aré 
summarized thus: No rent to pay. 
no food to buy, no washing to pay 
for, a good bedroém and comfort- 
able home, good healthy condi- 
tions, 2 cheap way of learning a 
highly skillful trade leading to 
high wages, the best training for 
managing your own home when 
you marry. 

It is further developed in another 
leaflet: “There is no overcrowding. 
and by living at her situation a 
girl leaves more room (for the 

ounger children at home It is 
he only work in which a girl can 
maintain herself entirely from the 
day she leaves school.” 

The “Mabys” has developed since 
it started in 1875, after an inquiry 
had been conducted at the instance 
of the local government board into 


| the position of girls who had been 
brought up in Poor Law schools. 
Its early activities dealt with the 
after care of girls leaving such 
schools, but at the present time 
the association looks after girls 
coming from the thirty-five metro- 
politan and extra-metropolitan 
guardians’ schools. a few industrial 
schools, stray cases from some of 
the country unions and girls gcon- 
fided to it by the public trustee. 
The “Mabys” is a kind of benev- 
olent trade union for the young girl 
entering service. No “place” is put 
on the books unless its conditions 
are known to be good, the girls’ 
sleeping accommodation being spe- 
cially the subject of inquiry. and 
the Mabys Guild of Friendship (as 
it is now called) sees that the girls’ 
wages are raised after a certain 
time. Certificates of good service 
are given to girls after three years’ 
service, and stars are awarded for 
further length of time in the same 
place. One Mayby has a record of 
thirty-nine years’ service.

| The World’s Mos 


“What goes onin Washington, fur- 
nishes grist for the nation’s news- 
papers all the year round, but just 
now Washington, the city itself, is 
getting unaccustomed publicity on 
two accounts,” says a bulletin from 
the National Georgraphic society. 

“Senator Sherman, of § Illinois, 
wants to move the capital to some 
mid-western city. Citizens of Wash- 
ington, apparently oblivious of any 
such consummation, are waging a 
national publicity campaign for rep- 
resentation in congress.” : 

Aside from these political issues, 
the bulletin states, Washington 
probably has never been such a mag- 
net for visitors as now and those 
who are coming as well as those 


who have gone will be interested 
in the following comparison of 
Washington with other world capi- 
tals written by Viscount James 


Bryce, former British ambassador 
to the United States. 
Some Peculiar Beauties. 

“Tt is impossible to live in Wash- 
ington and not be struck by some 
peculiar features and some peculiar 
beauties which your city possesses. 

“No European city has so noble a 
cataract in its vicinity as the Great 
Falls of the Potomac—a magnificent 
Piece of scenery which you will, of 
course, always preserve. ‘ 

“Vienna has some picturesque 
country, hills and woods and rocks 
within a distance of 25 or 30 miles. 


London also has very pleasing land- 
scapes of a softer type within abour 
that distance; but I know of no 
great city in Europe (except Con- 
stantinople) that has quite close, in 
its very environ, such beautiful 
scenery as has Washington in Rock 
Creek park and in many of the 
woods that stretch along the Poto- 
mac on the north and also on the 
south side. with the broad river in 
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the center and richly wooded slopes 
descending boldly to it on each side. 

“You have not a beautiful arm of 
the sea at your doors, as has Con- 
Stantinople, nor the magnificent 
mountains that surround the capi- 
tals of Rio Janeiro or Santiago de 


Chile, nor such a bay, or rather land- 
locked gulf, as that of San Fran- 
cisco, with its splendid passage out 
to the ocean; but those are very 
rare things, of which there are few 
in the world.

Petrograd has 
a splendid water front facing its 
grand river, the Neva, with its vast 
rush of cold green water, covered 
with ice in winter and chilling the 
air, and seeming to chill the land- 
scape in summer. That, however, is 
the only beauty Petrograd has. The 
country is flat and in many places 
water-logged, owing to numerous 
pools and swamps. It has no nat- 
ural attraction either in its imme- 


very unh- 


diate or more distant énvirons, ex- 
cept the stream of Neva. 

“Paris, again has some agreeable 
landscapes within reach, but noth- 
ing at all striking, nothing nearly 
so fine in the lines’of its scenery as 
the hills that inclose the valley in 
which Washington lies, and no such 
charm of a still wild forest at Wash- 
ington affords.’ The Seine, too, is a 
stream not to be compared to your 
Potomac,

London, July 2.—( Special, )— 
Leonard Merrick, whom Sir James 
Barrie called “the novelist’s novel- 
ist,” and whose public in America 
has grown steadily ever since Wil- 
liam Dean Howells “discovered” and 
lauded his “Conrad in Quest of His 
Youth,”-has been talking to his fej- 
low author, Harold Begbie, about the 
war’s effect on the English noveK~ 
and about the future of the. nove} 
generally. 

“Merrick does not share the opin- 
ion of those who believe that’ the 
war has created a néw earth,” writes 
Begbie. “He is not pessimistic: . but 
he refuses to be carried off his feet 
by extravagant prophesies of mil- 
lennium round the next corner.” 

“*What changes,’ I asked him, ‘do 
you think this war will introduce 
into the English novel” 

“He replied: ‘Did you see a few 
days ago a statement that the war 
has undoubtedly broadenea and 
strengthened girls’ minds; they can 
ho longer read pre-war fiction? In- 
teresting to think of some of the mas- 
ters who wrote prior to 1914, and 
to realize that their work is no 
longer deep enough for Phyllis and 
Daphne. If the war has improve2 
the mental and physical and spirit- 
ual condition of the men and women 

this country even a quarter as 
much as we have been told, from 
first to last, the changes in the Eng- 
lish novel will be so stupendous 
that the imagination swoons at the 
attempt to contemplate them. And 
the kaiser, of course, will have been 
a tremendous bénefactor to us, and 
if we dismiss from our minds such 
minor details as the martyrdom of 
Belgium and the agonies of the 
French, ete., we should gratefully 
erect a monument to him in Trafal- 
gar square.’ 

“Is that what you would like to 
see?” I laughed. 

““No,’ he said, ‘I myself should 
like to see him hanged publicly in 
a Belgian market-place. But then 
I'm not among those who believe 
that war recreates human nature, 
and that it has made us so much 
nobler and purer and more earnest. 
On the contrary, I think the contin- 
vance of war shows that human na- 
ture, under its clothes and accom- 
plishments, remains much the same 
as it was when we went about naked, 
carrving clubs.’” 

“*Then, you don’t anticipate any 
great changes in the novel?” 

“TI don’t anticipate any permanent 
changes in the novel. Richard Fev- 
erel and Lucy may be beneath the 
attention of Phyllis and Daphne at 
the moment, but they are quite as 
real a theme as driving a bayonet 
into a German stomach—and a 
sweeter one,’’ Y 

“I inquired, ‘Do you bhink the war 

has killed Bohemianism in Lon-

His spirit has this . touch- 
Balzac that he regards the novelist 
as the secretary of his time, and 
thinks that his duties of faithful 
observation and as faithful record 
are sufficient charje upon his days. 
He does not like to see the novelist 
with his coat off and his sleeves 
rolled up roaring political notions 
at the street corner, nor does he 
like to see the novel on the shelf 
that is labelled Propaganda. The 
novelist serves his generation by re- 
cording its spirit with truth and 
standing, and if he is an artist his 
his record will go into the world's 
knapsack and be of service and de- 
light to generations yet unborn. 

.We are soon, it seems, to have a 
second novel by Brinsley MacNa- 
mara, the young Irish author and 
playwright, whose first book created 
such an uproar that it now may not 
be sold in the Emerald Isle. “The 
Valley of the Squinting Windows” 
was publicly burned and the author 
driven from his native village in 
Westmeath. Now another firm of 
Dublin publishers has the temerity 
to announce MacNamara’s , new 
novel, “In Clay and In Bronze” and 
to describe it as considerably more 
“stark” than its predecessor. It 
remains to be seen what they will 
think of it in Westmeath. 

The indifferent quality of some 
hymn tunes has been under dis- 
cussion by English musical experts 
of late. The assistant organist of 
Westminster Abbey, in expressing 
his views remarks, “We want badly 
a good setting for Kipling’s “‘Reces- 
sional,’ which we now have to sing 
to the poor tune of ‘Eternal Father 
Strong to Save.’” 

Probably few Kiplinites are aware 
that it was this-tune which inspired 
him to write “Recessional,”. but he 
never cared for the mélody, which 
he once referred to.as a “well-worn 
drone.” 

Kipling personally approached the 
late Sir Arthur Sullivan, who had 
set his “Absent-Mi.zaed Beggar” to 
Pmusic, and asked him to provide a 
fitting tune for “Recessional.” But 
though the famous composer tried, 
he was unable to set the poem to his 
satisfaction, and sent it back to nip- 
ling. with an expression of his re- 


ret. 

a Lady Clifford, who 1s _ better 
known t6 novel-readers and play- 
goers as Mrs. Henry de la Pasture, 
will soon be leaving the west Afri- 
can gold coast, whence she departed 
soon after the war came to an end, 
for Nigeria, the land of the Ju-Ju. 
Her famous husband, Sir Hugh Clif- 
ford, who has been governor and 
commander-in-chief of the gold ccast 
since 1912, has just been appointed 
governor of Nigeria in suecession 
to another renowned British admin- 
istrator who also has a literary wife, 
| named Sir Frederick Lugard. 

Lady -Clifford, one of whose dest 
known novels was called, “The Man 
from America,” was honored last 
year by being made a “Companion 
of the British Empire” in recogni- 
tion of her war services. Her father, 
the late Bdward Bonham, was for 
many years British Consul at Calais, 


falling on the “lap.” Lady Clifford's 
first husband died in 1908, and two 
years later she married Sir Hugn 
Clifford, who was. .a member of the 
Malay states civfl service and, later, 
colonial secretary in Ceylon, and who 
has written many books, including 
a dictiona of the Malay language. 

Lady Clifford’s best known novels 
are probably “Deborah of Tods” and 
“Peter’s Mother.” © e dramatiza-: 
tion that she made of the latter 
novel enjoyed exceptional favor with 
playgoers here. Produced in 1906, 
it ran for 100 nights at Wyndham’'s 
theater, fifty at the Appollo and for 
a shorter period at a third London 
playhouse, the comedy, and. after- 
wards was performed by the king’s 
command at Sandringham. Three 
years later it was revived at the 
Haymarket and again did well. An- 
other of Lady Clifford’s plays, “De- 
borah,” was put on in Boston, Mass., 
in 1910. 

Lady Lugard, whose distinguished 
husband is succeeded by Sir Hugh 
Clifford, was, previous to her mar- 
riage, Flora Shaw, one of her coun- 
try’s ablest and best known women 
journalists and authors. She was 
formerly head of the colonial depart- 
ment of The London Times, and un- 
dertook important commissions for 
that paper in South Africa, Aus- 
tralia, Canada and the. Klondike. She 
was joint’ founder of the war refu- 
gee committee and founder of the 
Lady Lugard hospitality committee 


and for her work in. connection wittr} - 


these organizations was * made a 
dame of the British empire. Her 
writings include three novels, 

Her husband, Sir Frederick Lu- 
gard, is one of Britain’s most fa- 
mous soldiers, explorers and admin- 
istrators. He served in the Soudan, 
fought ‘against the slave traders on 
Lake Nyasa, explored the Sabakhi 
for the British East African com- 
pany, and had been administrator of 
Uganda, governor and commander- 
in-chief of Hong Kong before being 
sent to Nigeria... He used to smoke 
too many ‘cigars ‘until the doctor 
cut him down to two a day. While 
deeming it advisable to obey orders, 
the governor general iIncneased the 
size of his cigars four times. For 
some time Lady Bugard kept two 
specimens of these massive “weeds” 
in a glass case, and under them two 
small cigarettes as a contrast

| There they stood above the portals 


of St. aMrk’s cathedral until Na- 
poteon removed them to Paris, more 
than 100 years ago. But they were 
soon returned to their former ‘posi- 
tion in Venice and stood there until 
taken down. 


This seems to be an off year for 
grasshoppers, according to entomol- 
ogists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, who recently 
made a survey of the grasshopper 
Situation. A comparatively small 
number of eggs were deposited last 
fall, probably due to parasitie in- 
sects having killed most of the hop- 
pers before that time. Except in the 
counties mentioned, fully 85 per 
cent of the eggs that were deposit- 
ed have since been destroyed by 
insects that feed on them. The suc- 
cess of the use of poisoned bait was 
also noticed by the entomologists.

New Buildings. 


Several billion dollars in new 
buildings are reported to be al- 
ready planned for the next 18 
months in the United States, accord- 
ing to reliable estimates, this in- 
cluding not only t shortage due 
to the war, but also an enormous 
amount of new building to take 
care of what is expected to be an 
era of great activity in all lines 
of trade for at least five years to 
come. This building program alone 
will mean orders for enormous 
amounts of steel, copper, cement, 
wood and other basic commodities 
and materials, while in addition, all 
of these industries in the United 
States are looking forward to a de- 
mand of several billion dollars in 
the next two years in materials for 
building work in Europe. 

The export situation is such, how- 
ever, that it will be necessary to 
finance the larger part of Europe's 
purchases here. Besides all manner 
of metals and other material need- 
ed for construction work, Europe 
will look to the United States for 
much of its clothing and food ma- 
terials for a long time to come. It 
is upon these considerations, long 
foreseen by important financial in- 
terests, that securities prices have 
been advancing ,in the last few 
months. 

Despite the warning of nationa) 
and state authorities and the arrest 
of some of the promoters, the pub- 
lic is still eagerly buying new oil 
securities. Many good corporations 
are being introduced to-public no- 
tice and stocks and bonds offered 
for sale, but there is no diminution 
in the flow of watered oil stocks 
and absolutely fraudulent ones. 
Within the last two weeks, at least 
50 new oil stocks have been traded 
in in the various markets of the 
country, most of them in New York. 
It is believed by competent author- 
ities that probably at least half ot 
them are of little if any value. The 
Federal Reserve bank, which has 
been investigating the issuance of 
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new stocks, finds that speculation 
in them is not confined to any one 
locality, but that the entire country 
is engaging in it. The worst of 
the situation is that even greater 
prosperity than has been seen in 
the oil industry is ahead of it. 
Close followers of the better class 
oil stocks say that a new boom in 
oil and in oil securities is expected 
in the late summer. it mate- 
rializes, the “fraud” companies will 
benefit, marketwise, as well as the 
good ones.

OFFICER AND PRIVATE 
WORK ON LEVEL TERMS 


Lectures Varied by Visits 
to Studios of Famous 
French Painters With 
. Practical Work in the 


Course. 


By Viola Irwin Williams, 

Paris, July 5.—(Special.)—One 
day while the German peace dele- 
gates were at Versailles I went out 
to visit, at Bellevue, a few sta- 
tions up the line, our army’s art 
training center there. Complement- 
ing the great university at Beaune 
and the work at the Sorbonne and 
other continental and British uni- 
versities, the Bellevue art-¢raining 
center has taken gome hundreds of 
America’s young soldiers and is 
making these months of armistice; 
before they go home, a time of: 
golden opportunity: a chance for 
work under the world’s best mas- 
ters which few of them could have 
hoped for, normally. Fresh from 
the atmosphere of anixety and ten- 
sion at Paris, the view of these 
young khaki-clad sxudents, already 
working hard to make the coming 
peace time more fruitful, feverishly 
excited about the result of the im- 
minent criticisms of their work, was 
as refreshing as it was encouraging. 

They have been established for 
some months in the magnificent ho- 
tel built on & height overlooking the 
Seine ,which, some years ago, was 

ujilt and operated by Paillard, the 
amous Paris restaurateur. Paillard 
afterward ceded the building to 
Isadore Duncan, who used it for 
several years as the home of train- 
ing school] for her dancing girls. I 
had seen it then, Its great oblong 
hall hung in soft gray, lit by a’* 
dozen _ Greek lamps; at one end fons 
dora and the chosen few reclining 
on divans, while all about were the 
exquisite, tunic-clad, 
nymphs. Now—the same hall, 
flooded with steady north light by 
one side of solid glass; rows of high 
draughting tables running its whole 
length; bending over them, the boy- 
ish figures and intent faces of 
America’s young soldiers. 

The work of the “Art Training 
Center,” as it is called, has been 
planned with the: sureness and the 
thoroughness which only experience 
could evolve. Lloyd Warren, who 
is. associate director and dean of 
the faculty, is responsible for the 
curriculum. He was chairman of 
the educational committee of the 
Society of Beaux Arts Architects of 
New York, who maintain a system 
of arelier study based on that of 
the Pais Ecole des Beaux arta, Emi- 
nently successful in this work, he 
has become of late years a very im- 
portant educational factor. It was 
this experience which enabled’ him 
to establish at Bellevue, in a mir- 
aculously short time and with in- 
sufficient resources, > a smoothly 
running, richly prorausfng art schoo! 
for American soldiers. 


Broad Gauge Plan. 


The courses have been planned, 
not only for the student’s advance- 
ment in his own chosen branch, but 
to give him a broad viéw of art in 
all its forms and a speical compre- 
hension of Fren#h art. The student 
is made to feel that he is a part of a 
Sreat artistic whole and has a re- 

sulting obligation. 

The courses comprise architec- 
ture, sculpture, painting, interior 
decorating, city planning and in- 
dustrial art design. But each stu- 
dent's work includes also’ the 
French language, French history 
and the history of painting, sculp- 
ture, architecture, ete. The morn- 
ing is spent in the class rooms or at 
lectures, common to all students. In 
the afternoon the student works at 
his own branch, in atelier or 
draughting room, or on specially or- 
ganized trips. 

The architects comprise just half 
the whole student body. All have, 
of course, had preliminary train- 
ing, and ome are advanced stu- 
dents from schools in New York, 
Chicago and other larger American 
cities. Yet here they are working 
under conditions which few of them 
have hoped for, normally. The pro- 
jets of the Paris Ecole des Beaux 
Aars are followed; they visit, with 
instructors, the rich museums of 
Paris and its environs. They have 
as visiting critics such men as Vic- 
tor loux, a member of the In- 
stitute de France; Haffner, govern-

the sculpture class. And the 
draughtsmen have studied the work 
of Leandre, Jonas and Devambez in 
their own studies. . 

In interior decoration and indus- 
trial art design department the 
French styles in decoration at dif- 
ferent periods are studied, illustrat- 
ed by visits to the museums, to 
manufacturies like the famous 
Gobelins, and aided by lectures by 


‘Ad. Giraldon, professor at the Ecole 


des Arts Decoratifs (textiles and 
bookcraft), Morgan Day (French 
medallic art), Marquet de Vasselot, 
conservator at, the Louvre (jewelry, 
enamels and goldsmithy), Paul Al- 
fassa, conservator at the Musée des 
Arts Decoratifs (furniture), and 
Fritsch-Estrangin (ceramics). Cap- 
tain Leslie Cauldwell is head of this 
department, with Lieutenant Philip 
L. Small as assistant. 

All students. in whatever course, 
make a trip to Paris at least once 
each week, as part of what are call- 
ed the study trips. A lecture on the 
subject selected is given at the be- 
ginning 
the courtesy of the French authori- 
ties, they are able to visit parts of 
museums at present closed to the 
general public. The rich educa- 
tional value of such carefully pre- 
pared visits can be imagined, Aside 
from these, also, the students are 
given time (from Saturday noon un- 
til Sunday night) for more extended 
trips, organized by groups under 
the contro! of the senior student 
officer of the party. ; 


Military Order. 


Tt is hard to imagine an institu- 
tion, organized; as this one is, under 
military control, where military 
methods and discipline are so little 
in evidence. Perfect order every- 
where, all the results of perfect dis- 
cipline, but no evidence—or so little 
—of the sources of such order and 
such discipline. Commandant Major 
Gray—who, as 1 have noted, is also 
head of the city planning depart- 
ment—apparently believes that gov- 
ernment should, as far as possible, 
come from within such a body as 
this. The control of the students 
is maintained by an organization 
which partakes ef the eleménts 
both of the army system and the 
atelier system. They have been en- 
couraged to form associations which 
develop and maintain an esprit de 
corps, so that the petty discipline 
of the students comes from within. 
They are at all times under the 
control of a group leader who is 
called the massier; if the group in 
large he has one or more assistant 
massiers, for such subdivisions as 
he may organize. This system ob- 
tains in the class rooms, at lec- 
tures, in the studies and on study 
trips. ‘Too much cannot be said for 
the evidences of its happy and suc- 
cessful operation, 

The seemingly difficult problem 
of students of greatly varying mili- 
tary grades in the same class was 
solved in the simplest way in the 
world! In all works, in class, 
draughting room and lecture room, 
all students, of whatever grade, are 
on the same basis. And this scheme 
has worked out perfectly, although 
the grades vary from that of com- 
mon private to major, which im- 
plies considerable tact and good 
will on the part of all concerned. 

On the day of my visit the morn- 
ing’s letcure was one by Professor 
Dimier, of the Action Francaise, a 
distinguished French savant and art 
critic, who has prepared a_ series 
of lectures on French art and 
artists under the reign of Louis 
XIIL and Louis XIV. As my train 
drew in to the neat little station I

ALL ALIEN CITIZENS 


Registration System In- 
augurated to Keep Tab 
on Those of Foreign 
Birth. 


By John 5S. Steele. 
London, June 14.— (Special.)—Eng- 
land is no longer the happy huht- 
ing ground of the alien, She has 


not been, of course, in war time 
but a good many «liens conndencty 
expected that as sin ay peace con- 
‘ditions returned the old happy days 
when a foreigner was as free to live 
in England, and move about Eng- 
land; and incidentally to make trou- 
ble for Hngiand, as if he were na- 
tive-born, would come back again.

as an alien I have no rants 4 ‘aaa 
with the restrictions now imposed, 
which are a modification of the war- 
time restrictions. The war-time rules 
were a bit vexatious at times, but 
no well conducted and friendly alien 
had any real cause to grumble. The 
British police who were charged 
with the administration of the vari- 
ous control orders made them as easy 
as possible. Of course there were 
One ran up 
against an occasional stupid or of- 
cious policeman, but a complaint 
n the right quarter soon caused him 
to see the light. I have never had 
any sympathy with the Americans 
and others who demanded that they 
should be exempted from all contro! 
and supervision. 
he new rules are really closely 
copied, in part at least, from the 
Americangimmigration laws. In the 
old days anyone, criminal, diseased, 
anarchist or undésirable, was per- 
mitted freely to land and make his 
home in.England. The first of tha 
new rules lays down that no one 
shall be permitte” to land unless he 
can support himself and his depend- 
ents. He shall not be permitted to 
land if he is an idiot, a lunatic or 
mentally deficient; if he is a crim- 
inal, or if in the opinion of a medi- 
cal officer he is undesirable from a 
health point of view. There is also 
an omnibus clause which says he 
shall not be permitted to land if he 
is forbiddn to do by the secretary 
of state. This is aimed, of course, 
at political undesirables and is a 
perfectly proper rule for any coun- 
try to make with regard to fntend- 
ing immigrants, 
Police Supervision. 

After the alien has landed he will 
in future be subject to a certain 
amount of police supervision. He 
will not have to report his every 
movement to the police as he had te 
do in war-time, but he will have to 
procure an identity certificate and 
will have to register at the police 
station for the district where he 
lives. If he moves his residence to 
a new district he must notify the 
police in both districts and if at any 
time he is absent from his residence 
for a continuous period of two 
months he must notify the police 
at his permanent and h!Is temporary 
residence. Surely this is no great 
hardship for a law-abiding foreigner. 

These are the principal provisions 
of the order in council which affect 
the ordinary American or other for- 
eigner visiting Britain. Thére ars 
a number of other clauses giving 
the authorities power to set aside 
certain areas in which foreigners 
may not reside without a special 
permit and in which they may not 
acquire land. This.is aimed, of 
course, at protecting military and 
naval areas from espionage. It was 
discovered, for instance, soon after 
the great war began, that a good 
many commanding sites in military 
and naval areas were owned by 
Germans of by persons of doubtful! 
nationality. England is determined 
that this shall not happen again. 

Passports. 

The system of passports. of course, 
will be maintained, and I do not 
think that anv American who has 
learned to realize the uses of a pass- 
port in a foreign country in timos 
of disturbance ever will want to 
travel without one. Those who do 
probably will be persons who do 
not wish to attract the attention 
of **- state department to their ex-. 
»xistence. 

Let me return again to the sub- 
fect of thé administration of the 
restrictions during the war. From 
time to time letters from indignant 
Americans have appeared in the 
British newapapers complaining bit- 
terly of having to revort their every 
movement to the nolice. The answer 
to that was that if thev were 
transient visitors they had to put 
up with the restrictions necessary 
under wer conditions. If they were 
more or less nermanent residents in 
Eneland nothing. was ensier, if they 
could e«ptisfy the police of their re- 
enectability and thelr loyalty to the 
cause of the allies, than to obtein « 
special permit exemntine them from 
reporting unless they were absent 
from their residences. for more than 
a month.

The newly organized forces of the 
National Federation of Professional 
and Business Women, to meet in St. 


Louis, July 14-18, is bringing forth 
many interesting stories for the in- 
dividual women who are joining the 
federation. Among these is Mrs. C. P. 
Adams, of Dallas, Tex., the only 
woman in the United States who has 
the right to sign a $10 bill. 

Mrs. Adams’ career as a business 
woman began sone years ago, when 
she said to her husband one day that 
he was working too hard and would 
wear himself out. 

“What would tbe children and I do 
if anything were to happen to you?” 
she remonstrated, and he answered, 
“Why. you could take over the busi- 
ness and handle it as well as I can” 

Two hours later; he dropped dead. 

Mrs.. Adams immediately assumed 
the care of his business, but she 
has always said that she could never 
have done it if it had not been for 
the confidence infused into her. by 
her husband’s belief in her ability. 

The business was a fish market, 
and her first task when she took it 
over was to learn every method she 
could find for the proper preparation, 
cooking and serving of > santa She 
also learned to guage the portions, 
so that when a house-wife came to 
her for a purchase, she could tell her 
just how much of any article wouid 
be needed for a family without waste 
and just how to prepare it. he 
business grew and is now worth at 
least $150,000.

Mrs. Adams’ ambition to be presi- 
dent of a bank, and this dream came 
true, after she had been far-seeing 
enough to hold oil lands that had 
been considered worthless, and are 
now vielding an out-put that means 
for Mrs. Adams an annual income of 
millions.

The Historical Library 


My Dear Miss Shiebley: About 
two years ago at the state U. TRS 
convention at Dublin the following 
resolution was offered by Mrs. A. 
McD. Wilson and unanimously 
adopted: 


Resolved, That the U. D. C. of Georgia 
in convention assembled at Dublin establish 
a fund by popular subscription among: its 
members to purchase a library of southern 
historical works and other literature, which 
shall give correct information as to the 
south, its literature and its institutions, 
ces oe vss libra . when completed, 

o® a prominent English blic 
library by the U. D. C. of Geolrgia, 6 

The committee appointed to do 
this work were as follows: Mrs. A. 
McD. Wilson, Mrs. J. T. Derry, Mrs. 
T. T. Stevens, Miss Mildred Ruther- 
ford and Miss Elizabeth Hanna, who 
was made chairman. For two years 
this committee has worked faithful- 
ly, and many valuable works treat- 
ing of southern history, literature 
and the peculiar institutions of the 
south have been contributed. In- 
terest has not been confined to 
Georgia, but New York, Richinond 
and Baltimore are _ represented 
among the contributors. 


This work was begun soon after 
the Close of the war between the 
states by Miss Katherine Stites, 
who, on her visit: to. England, was 
much surprised to find ignorance 
and misconception as to the south 
and southern people very general, 
even among educated people in FEng- 
land, and few if any books in Eng- 
lish libraries that gave any correct 
information on the south. The same 
thing was observed by Miss Helen 
Gray, who has spent much time in 
London, and is familiar with condi- 
tions in the libraries and other in- 
stitutions of learning. Miss Gray 
made these conditions knowns to 
Miss Elizabeth Hannar, and through 
her efforts and those of her com- 
mittee the present status of the 
London library has been reached. 

But the committee has felt that so 
important a movement nhould not 
be confined to Georgia. It should 
be nation-wide, as far as U. D. CG 
chapters are concerned, and a reso- 
lution to that effect was prepared 
and a plan suggested by which all 
U. D. chapters in every state 
could have a part in a movement 
so important to the south at this 
particular crisis in the history of the 
world. It°is a matter of deep re- 
great to the committees and espe- 
cially to the Atlanta U. D. C., a 
chapter that has always stood loy- 
ally behind this movement, that this 
resolution was not offered at the 
last general convention in Louis- 
ville. No doubt the cumulated 
businetss of sixteen, instead of the 
usual twelve, months made any new 
business impossible. 

The president general, Miss Mary 
D: Poppenheim, is very -much_ in 
sympathy with the plan, and has 
made valuable contributions in 
books to the colection, and there is 
no doubt that it will be a feature of 
the next general convention which 
meets at Tampa next November. 
But time is now a matter if impor- 
tance, and if we propose to make 
this offering worthy of. the great 
organization which presents it 
money is needed, as well as books, 
many of which can only be gotten 
now from private libraries. 

The London library should stand 
for all that is best in southern liter- 
ature, and should go so sponsored 
that there could be no doubt in the 
minds of those who may receive it 
that it is the voice of the south 
asking fair consideration after so 
many years of misconception and

MISS T. D. BARKER 
TELLS OF MEETING 
OF LIBRARIANS 


Miss T. D. Barker, librarian of the 


Carnegie library, has. just returned 
from the meeting of the American 
Library association, held at Asbury 
Park, N. J., where something over 
800 librarians assembled from all 
parts of the country to _ discuss 
library problems and plans. 

In speaking of the meeting Miss 
Barker says: 

“The meeting was a very signif- 
icant one in many ways and the 
keynote of the discussions was given 
in the title of the president's ad- 
dress, which was called “The Amer- 
ican Library Association at the 
Cross Roads.’ The splendid war 
service of the association in supply- 
ing books and magazines for the sol- 
diers and sailors was reviewed and 
attested to by representatives of both 
the war and navy departments who 
appeared on the program. This work 
is practically over now so that the 
plans of the association for the fu- 
ture were of even more interest. The 
most important step taken by the 
association was the appointment of 
a committee to -make a survey of 
library conditions in the United 
States with the idea of fixing stan- 
dards for the various types of li- 
braries by which individual libraries 
can be judged. These standards will 
relate to appropriations, the staff, 
circulation of books, reference work, 
etc. The chairman of this commit- 
tee is Dr. Bostwick. librarian of the 
St..}ouis library and one of the lead- 
ers in the library profession. It will 
probably take several years to com- 
plete the survey, but its results will 
be of tremendous importance to 
every library for from the standards 
thus set libraries can easily be 
graded and if it develops that the 
library is not up to the standards 
the reasons can be easily determined 
whether it is in the matter of man- 
agement and organization or insuf- 
ficient appropriation for its sup 
port.” 

Chalmers Hadley, librarian of the 
Denver public library, was elected 
president of the association for next 
year. Mr. Hadley spent .a week in 
Atianta.last February in connection 
with the library war service and he 
has visited Atlanta several times to | 
wive tectures to the library school.

CBS TO ASSIST 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


State-Wide Campaign to 
Suppress Malaria — Mrs. 
Black to Attend Meeting. 


A meeting of importance was held 
at the office of the state board of 
health on Wednesday morning, with 
Dr. Abernathy in the chair and rep- 
resentatives present from the United 
States board of health, and physi- 
cians from different parts of tha 
state; also a representative from the 
Georgia Land Owners’ association. It 
was deciried to start a state-wide 
campaign for the suppression of 
malaria and the eradication of the 
deadly mosquito. Mrs. Black, as 
president of the state federation of 
women’s clubs, has been invited to 
attend the initial meeting on July 
10 at Valdosta. Mrs. Black is to 
meet Mrs. R. E. Trecler, of Way- 
cross, the president of the Elev- 
enth district, at Valdosta, and they 
will be present when a demonstra- 
tion is given in opening up ditches 
with dynamite and in the use of 
kerosene on stagnant pools. 

The women of Georgia are vitally 
interested in everything pertaining 
to health conditions in the state. We 
are glad to see public recognition 
of their services by our state offi- 
cials). We do not doubt that a 
large concourse of people will as- 
semble in Valdosta on the tenth. 


Letters to Mrs. Black.

ta—Dear Madam: I assume that you 
are in general familiar with the 
facts disclosed in so decisive a way 
by our national examination—the 
draft. Undoubtedly you realize, to 
quote the words of the chairman of 
a middie western draft board, “the 
percentage of venereal . diseases 
among the ‘flower of the land’ was 
appalling.” 

Have you, however, visualized 
just what this statement means in 
cold figures? 

There were 24,234,021 men between 
18 and 45 registered under the se- 
lective service act. 

There were 3,208,446 of these men 
actually examined. 

Based on the cases of actual vene- 
real infection found among the 3,- 
208,446 examined, it is a conserva- 
tive estimate that over 2,600,000 of 
the total number registered would 
have been found to be more or less 
actively infected venereally had alli 
the men registered been givn phy- 
sical examinations. That is, more 
than 10 per cent of the total num- 
ber registered are conservatively es- 
timated to be actively infected. 

Of this 2,600,000 diseased, it is 
probable that somewhat less than 
000,000 would haye. been discovered 
to be syphilitic. 

The significance of these figures 

in terms of nationas efficiency needs 
ho comment; that they reveal) a pub- 
lic health problem of paramount im- 
portance is self-evident. 
' Through our official experience 
during the war, with the social prob- 
lem of venereal diseases, we have 
become convinced that the continu- 
ation of the effort to solve this prob- 
lem essentially along the lines so 
largely developed by our govern- 
ment, is not @ question permitting 
of any optional or delayed decision 
on the part of citizens, but rather 
one of the sternest, immediate necés- 
sity. We are sending you this let- 
ter, therefore, as one part of that 
Sreat concerted effort which mus? 
be made to hreak the hold these dis- 
eases have on our country and the 
world—maintained as you doubtiess 
are aware despite the means now 
possessed by science to stamp them 
out. 

This condition would be enough 
to at any time command attention; 
especially is it significant now, 
however, because of the gradual 
withdrawal from the field of those 
government departments responsible 
for so much of the progress in fight- 
ing venereal diseases during the 
war. Therefore, I believe you will 
welcome the information that the 
entire personnel of the section on 
men’s work, war department, Com- 
mission on Training Camp Activi- 
ties, of which I was director during 
the war, has been transferred to the 
newly-organized quasi official de- 
partment of public information of 
the well-known American Social 
Hygiene association, Inc., to carry 
on and develop the methods used 
with such effectiveness during the 
war. 

As a government, department we 
produced pamphlets, placards, out- 
lines of plans and other educational 
material which has either been actu- 
ally reprinted or has served as the 
guide for other agencies. We shall 
continue to produce such accurate 
and sane, yet graphic publicity ma- 
terial; to drive home the lesson to 
men and women in every walk of 
life that the fight against venereal 
diseases is essentially one in the 
interest of the national health and 
not another so-called “reform” wave 
sweeping the country. In recog- 
nition of this association's place as 
the foremost independent organiza- 
tion in .venereal disease contro} 
work, the United States public health 
service (the only government agen- 
cy now dealing with the civilian 
disease problem) has detailed an of- 
ficer to our offices to aid in this 
work. 

From any point of view, however, 
the task we have before us will not 
be easy. The opposition of those 
who, for one reason or other, would 
leave this whole subject to the sen- 
sational press, the obscene story, the 
gutter gossip, is not.gone. We shall 
need support, indorsement, and par- 
ticularly since the methods used will 
be largely new—frank, comstructive 
criticism. We have, 
placed your name on our list to 
receive copies of many of the pub- 
lications we issue with the hope 
that your co-operation, criticai or 
otherwise, will be granted us. If 
for any reason you feel you cannot 
offer it, we most earnestly request 
that. you tell us frankly wherein 
you believe our program unworthy

SCHOOL FINANCES 


One of the most vital factors in an efficient public school system is 
the law which provides the necessary funds. A school system that has 
ample funds can have all that is necessary in buildings, in grounds, in 
equipment, in length of school term, and in teachers adequately pre- 
pared for their work. . 

The responsibility for the establishment of an efficient public school 
system rests jointly upon the nation, the state, the county, or other 
administrative subdivision, and the school community. 

Only two states show greater state tax than Georgia, while 44 states 
show a greater local tax. 


THE COUNTY, THE TAX UNIT FOR GENERAL 
SCHOOL MAINTENANCE 


A sound and progréssive state policy of public education must pro- 
vide definite plans of support which will insure the successful carrying 
out of the best educational policies throughout the entire state. The 
county should be the responsible unit of local educational support in 
harmony with the plans of the state as a whole. In this manner it will 
be. possible to equalize the conditions of taxation and expenditure’ with- 
in the constituent districts. The loca] school communities. should be 
allowed to supplement the county tax in order to more fully realize 
local ideals, because the county tax may not always be sufficient for 
that purpose. The county tax tends to insure a fair taxation and ex- 
penditure throughout its borders, but at that point it reaches its limi- 
tations. 


A STATE-WIDE TAX EMINENTLY JUST 


In order to safeguard the interests of the state as a whole and de- 
velop the larger sections which are in need of help, a permanent state 
tax is necessary. In the second place, the state should levy an annual 
school tax which, in addition to the income from the permanent funds, | 
would amount to not less ‘than one-third of the total public school 
revenue. 


FEDERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


Progressive legislation on school taxation should consider the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The adoption of the county as the unit of local taxation; the | 
funds when collected to be used for general school maintenance and to 
equalize educational advantages over the county. 

2. The local school community to be authorized to levy taxes or to 
issue bonds for extraordinary purposes only, such as erecting new 
buildings and procuring larger sites and school farms. 

3. The levying of a state tax equivalent to not less than one-third 
of the whole school maintenance of the state (including the present 
permanent school fund). 

4. The adoption of a permanent mileage tax for the maintenance of 
the state’s higher educational institutions, to be apportioned according 
to the needs of each institution. to supplant legislative appropriations. 

5. The adoption of a new basis for the distribution of the present 


state permanent fund and future state taxes as follows: (a) The per- 
manent fund to be distributed on the basis of aggregate daily attendance 
and the number of teachers employed instead of, as now usually done, on 
the basis of school population, provided that weak schools in sparsely 
settled sections of the state be given state aid sufficient to maintain an 
annual school of at least eight months; (b) the proposed state taxes to 
be awarded for consolidation of schools, establishment of rural and 
other high schools, only when the local school communities have indi- 
cated their co-operation by agreeing to certain requirements made by 
law as a stipulation under which such aid may be received. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS 


Public school grounds, well located, neatly kept, with beautiful and 
convenient buildings, are the most striking evidence of the intelligence 
of a community and its interest in education. 

Better school conditions invariably mean better schools and better 
community spirit. 

A beautiful and convenient schoo! building costs little more than an 
unsightly one. 

An excellent authority maintains that “a good school is the best 
asset and the best dividénd-paying property in any community.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


That Mill plans for school buildings or improvements be approved 
by the state department of educatoion, acting in co-operation with the 
state board of health; that a state school architect be selected for this 
work, and that the power of condemnation of school buildings and 
grounds be in the hands/of competent state authority; that the selection 
of all school sites and the location of the school buildings on these sites 
be also approved by the state board of education or by some competént 
authority selected by this board. 

That where no constitutional limitation is placed upon the rate of 
taxation, the legislature enact such laws as .will allow the people of 
every district freedom in voting a rate of taxation that will provide the 
needed support of their public schools, to include new school house con- 
struction and necessary improvements. 

That no state aid should be given any district which has not made 
full provision for ‘the care and protection of the school grounds and | 
school buildings; that state aid for weaker districts be given to those 
who comply with the rules and regulations of the state department only. 


HIGH SCHOOL DEVELOPMENT 


‘The present trend is to establish rural high schools of an agricul- 
tural type in.connection with consolidated schools, either in the open 
country or in the villages and to plan the work so as to meet the needs 
of all country people, whether they are of ordinary school age or not. 

The legislature might well pass legislation making proyision for the 
following types of educational activities in connection with the regular 
rural high schools: (1) The elimination of illiteracy; (2) continuation 
schools for people beyond ordinary school age; (3) part-time schools 
for people who must work for a livelihood; (4) educational extension 
courses for young and old people. 

State aid should be given on conditions assuring the state depart- 
ment of education that the school will be properly maintained, organ- 
ized, and taught. ; | ee ,

AN EVENTFUL 
“—D” DAY. 

Next day was to be an eventful 
one for us and for the whols Amer- 
ican army. Officially it was desig- 
nated as “D” day and tne “Zero 
hour,” »y the same code, was set 
for 4 o’clock in the morning. At 
that moment the artillery barrage 
would begin and forty thousand 
doughboys who were posted along 
the front line trenches from the 
Meuse to the Argonne forest would 
go over the top. It was the 26th 
day of September, 1918. 

Precisely at 4 o’clock I was awak- 
ened by my orderly, who i- ‘ormed 
me thc‘ the weather was good. 
Hastily getting out of doors, I 
looked over the dak sky, wonder- 
ing as I did so how many of our 
boys it would claim before this 
day’s work was done! For we had 
an important part to play in this 
day’s. operations, Headquarters 
had sent us orders to attack all the 
enemy observation balloons along 
that entire front this morning and 
to continue the attacks until the in- 
fantry’s operations were completed. 
Accordingly, every fighting squad- 
ron had been assigned certain of 
these balloons for attack and it was 
our duty to-see that they were de- 
‘Stroyed. The safety of thousands 
of our attacking soldiers depended

I was the last to leave th field, 
getting off the ground at exactly 
5:20. It was still dark and we had

I glanced 
off to my right and was. almost 
startled out of my senses to dis- 
cover that a German Fokker was 
flying alongside me not a hundred 
yards away!

Providence was again with me, 
for I clee~ed the lines and made 
our Verdun aerodrome, where one 


housed. I landed without damage 
and hastily climbed cut of my ma- 
chine to investigate the cause of 
my trouble. 


Imagine my surprise when I dis- 
covered that one blade of my pro- 
peller had been shot in two by my 
late adversary! He had evidently 
put several holes through it when 
he made his head-on attack. And 
utterly unconscious of the damage 
I had received, I had reversed my 
direction and shot him down before 
the weakened blade gave way! The 
heavy jolting of my engine was 
now clear to me—only half of the 
propeller caught the aur. 


Lieutenant Jerry Vasconcelles, 
of Denver, Col., was in charge of 
the Verdun field on which I had 
landed. He soon came out and 
joined me as I. was staring at my 
broken propeller. And then I learn- 
that he had just landed himself 
from a balloon expedition. A few 
questions followed and then we 
shook hands spontaneously. He 
had shot down the Damvillers bal- 
loon himself—the <«.me one for 


he ‘vas returning he had seen me 
shoot down my Fokher. This was 
extremely lucky for both of us, for. 
we ~ere able to confirm the other’s 
victory for him, although of course 
corroboration from ground witness- 
@s was necessary to make these 
victories official.

NO MAN’S LAND. 

Neither side could afford to leave 
its lines undefended by observation 
balicons for a longer period than 
was necessary for replacements. 
Our onslaught of the early morn- 
ing had destroyed so many of the 
Huns’ Drachen, however, that it 
was quite impossible for them to 
get new balloons up at once, along 
their entire sector. 

That same afternoon I flew along 
*.eir lines to see what progress 
they were making in replacements 
of tieir obs2rvation posts. The 
only balloon I could discover in our 
sector was one which :ifted its head 
just. behind the town of Sivry-sur- 
Meuse.

On this ocasion I caught a grand 
view of No Man's Land as seen 
from the air by nigh* It was not 
yet daylight when I reached the 
lines and there I caught a longitu- 
dinal view of the span of ground 
tat separated the two épposing 
armies. For upon both sides of 
this span of ground a horizontal 
line of flashes could be seen issuing 
{from the mouths of rival guas. The 
German tatteries were drawn up 
along their front scarcely a mile 
back of their line. And on our side 
a vastly more crowded line of 
flashes’ indicated the overwhelming 
super-ority in numbers of guns that 
the American artillerymen were us- 
ing to belabor~the already van- 
quished Huns, So far as my eye 
could reach this dark space lay out- 
lined between the two Lunes of liv- 
ing fire. It was a most spectacular 
sight. I followed down its course 
for a few miles, then turnea again 
to the north and tried to find the 
Meuse river. 

After ten minutes’ flight into Ger- 
many, I realized I had crossed the 
river before I began to tyrn north 
and that I must be some distance 
inside the enemy’s lines. I droppeg¢ 
down still lower as I saw the out- 
lines of a town in fron. of me and 
circling above it I discovered that 
I had penetrated some 25 miles in- 
side Hunland and was over the vil- 
lage of Stenay. I had overshot 
Sivry by about 20 miles. 

I lost_no time in heading about 
towards France.

Each side would naturally go out

every. possible negro voter and 
every formerly non-taxpaying irre- 
sponsible white man would be made 
eligible, and voted, the consequence 
of which would be that the negroes 
would be found holding the balanse 
of political power in the state! 

And the melee that would follow, 
with the negroes in the majority in 
many south Georgia counties— 
‘which, with their strength in all 
| other counties, would give them the 
balance.of.power over the state— 
would’invite a return of reconstruc- 
tion conditions in Georgia! 

After all of the sacrifices that 
were necessary to close that dark 
chapter of the: state’s history, it 
would’ be a dangerous thing, indeed, 
to invite its repetition! 

This capital removal proposal is 
loaded with dynamite! 

Again, we say, we do not believe 
the sober second thought of the 
Georgia general. assembly will per- 
mit the state to be plunged into 
this whirlpool. 


QUAKER CITY REFORMS.

“In this demonstration,” says 


Charles Lathrop Pack, president of 
the association— 


“We will see the need of good 
roads brought to the door of mil- 
lions: With this inspiring lesson 
before us let us plan now to make 
the roads to be built ‘roads of re- 
membrance!’” 


By that Mr. Pack suggests the 
planting of “memorial trees” along 
the roadways, built and to be built 
under the federal government’s 
present comprehensive road-build- 
ing plan, making them “roads of 
remembrance” to the heroes who 
fell in the great war and to those 
who offered their lives to their 
country, but who, fortunately, es- 
caped the supreme sacrifice. 


“The people of the United States,” 
Mr. Pack argues, “‘will spend a lit- 
tle more than $6500,000,000 for road- 
building, and every dollar of this 
will be reflected in the profits of 
the users of these road. 

“The people are anxious to ex- 
press their gratitude to the war he- 
roes. A monument needs the per- 
spective of time as well as the hand 
of an artist. Therefore let us build 
roads of remembrance and, when 
these are finished with their beauti- 
ful bridges and the proper setting 
of memorial trees, then, place the 
mohuments at the intersection and 
along the roads; Millions are to 
be spent on roads, let them be spent 
wisely. In roads of remembrance 
we have the opportunity to make 
our country the most beautiful in 
the world. While serving the great 
needs of. commerce, now enlarging 
before us, these roads will indeed 
become the friend of man, for they 
will ‘bring man closer together. 
Thus it will be seen that the 
doughhoy, after all, has brought 
us all closer to ‘The Great ‘Tree- 
Maker’ and ‘has . erected his own 
monument—a better country than 
that in which he was born and for 
which he fought. With that monu- 
ment the doughboy will be satisfied." 


This is an excellent idea. The 
movement in all of its phases is 
commendable, and it is one to 
which the public should give cor 
dial assistance. 


THE NEGLCETED FLEECE. 

At a wool sale held by the Cen- 
tral Oregon Wool Growers’ asso- 
ciation a few days ago one farmer 
sold a 3,744-pound clip at the record 
price of 54% cents a pound. 

The buyer was the American 
Woolen Millis of Boston, and its 
Oregon wool will have to be shipped 
across the continent at great ex- 
pense before it can be manufac- 
tured into cloth. 

Oregon range sheep, the type of 
animal from which this fleece was 
clipped, yield On an average ap- 
proximately seven pounds of wool 
per head per annum. At that aver- 
age the 3,744 pouhds of wool this 
Oregon farmer sold was the product 
of approximately 535 head of sheep, 
whose fleece for this year brought 
their o-vner in the neighborhood of 
$3.79 per head. 

The total amount of wool tha: 
‘| changed hands at the sale was, 
according to the news report of 
the transaction, “more than 600,000

Not Seteha the cause for that 
demonstration, reinforcements were 


| ordered to that part of the line by 


the confederate general, from the 
hills now covered by negro  col- 
leges, then bristling with batteries 
of artillery, including heavy seige 
guns that could reach the yankee 
guns planted north of there on what 
is now Marietta street, that harass- 
ed every train that started out of 
Atlanta on the Macon and Western, 


now the Centra] road, from.the time’ 


they. left the old carshed clear 
across to West End by the smoke 
of engines. 


Among this ecilection of artillery 


on these hills, was a “flying” bat- 
tery, commanded by Captain Evan 
P. Howell. This battery went—we 
might say “flew,” twelve horses to 
a piece—out the Mason and Turner 
ferry road, and going down the hill 
to the branch just back of what is 
now the Atlanta university, ‘they 
caught old man Jett with his team. 
killed his mules and tore his wagon 
to flinders, but the battery. had no 
time to stop: on they “flew,” catch- 
ing old man Wesley Elliot esis | 
two fat cows across the road, kille 

them both and a dog, and scooted on 
to. a - position commanding. the 
ground around Ezra church, unlim- 
béred their guns and loaded. When 
the scouts appcared with the infor+ 
mation that it was only .an Indiana 
regiment celebrating: the ‘Fourth of 
Captain Howell, 
to lose his ammun tion, ordered his 
men.to fire high above the yankee 


heads, which they did, and broke up * 


the celebration. 

How thankful should We feel that 
the “Fourth” of 1919 bubblés with 
a spirit to have what is left of How- 


ell’s old battery stand shoulder to) 


shoulder and hoart to heart with 
the remnant of that Indiana regi- 
ment and salute the “Star Spangled 
Banner” and cheer the sentiment 
that our Fourth of July now repra- 
sents. 
Spirit of “New South.” 

Just one year back of these oc- 
eurrences, however, July 4, 1863, 
Vicksburg fell, and what a fall that 


was, and at the same time Lee lost 
out at Gettysburg. from which .the 
Confederates could never recover, 
and which we leave for the readers 
to class as they please, either. as a 
blessing or a calamity, but one thing 
is certain,-our “New South” has not 
allowed any sectionalism to mar. the 
spirit of the celebration of 1919, nor 
designing politicians to steal ‘our 
birthright or interest in this great 
American union of states. 


We remember the starved men who 
surrendered at Vicksburg as well as 
if it was yesterday. We remember 


how the Confederate genéral was 
blamed for surrendering on thé 
“Fourth.” It wag felt all over the 
south that General Pemberton 
‘should have surtendéred on any 
other day than the “Fourth,” but 
that was the day. chosen by General 
Grant and he was going to have it 
on that day or slaughter the whole 
Confederate garrison, and Grant's 
ave him power to accomplish 
this. Some may not believe in “luck” 
but if you will run through General 
Grant’s whole career from Shilo ta 
Appomattox, you will discover “luck” 
at every turn, and even to the last 
his “luck” kept Sherman from taking 
Richmond from this sice, and the 
same “luck” caused the wh-*~ south- 
ern Confederacy to esteem him above 


eh willing |. 


other yanked generais and rqver- 
his memory to this good day, just 
as a “New Germany” may come to 
esteem General Foch, and ponder as 
to whether their defeat was a biess- 
ing or a calamity. Strange things 
have, happened and may keep on 
happening. 

At the Vicksburg surrender was 
a goodly number of negro men 


along. with their young masters as 
cooks, etc., and General Grant gave 
these their choice of remaining and 
being free or going. It was relat- 
ed at. the time that not a negro de- 
serted his young master, and some of 
them had to almost “tote” these 
young masters back to te ie be- 
cause of their famished and weak 
conditions. 

This was strange to the yankees, 
but it was not strange to southern 
folks, who knew the feeling of boys 
brought together, white and 
Sinck. Pin in the fields, hunt- 
ing in the woods, dancing at the} 
shuckings and with an affection for 
each other that yet remains in the 
old -generation,, and might exist 
among the youns. but for the fads 
and isms and the warp of a mistaken 
culture. 

Wheelbarrow Journey. 

But it was not all of these sur- 
rendered men who had to be “toted” 
back to Georgia. One long, lean 


fellow from the mountains of north 
Georgia, a Bf snag Anglo-Saxon of 
purest breed, he was, knowing the 
scarcity of iron, copper or any metal, 
at his mountain home, had no notion 
of seeing it waste in Vicksburg, as 
it was wasting, and so he got him 
a wheelbarrow, loaded it: full of }/ 
such as he thought best for 
mountain region. and rolled it all 
the way through the low grounds of 
Mississippi and hills of Tennessee 
to his cabin home in White or Pick- 
ens county, I forget which, 

I learned all about this in the 
sanctum of The Constitution, when, 
in after years, this old fellow had a 


son who had gotten into complica- 
tions with court of Emory Speer and 
had walked to Atlanta and was go- 
ing on afoot to Macon after asking 

a favor of Captain Howell and .Mr. 
Grad 

brad ‘got the’ favor in’a letter to 
Judge Speer, signed by Howell and 
Grady. When oe secured the letter 
he put the straps ‘of his “haversack” 
over his shoul a. gathered his hat 
and turned to the door. As he 
reached his hand to open the door 
ane of the genticmen called him 
eg and Mr. Grady placed a crisp 
ten-doliar bill in his hand. Joe Har- 
ris remarked that he could. stand 
some, and handed out a five, where- 
upoh Captain Howell flashed out 
two ten¢dollar bills, gave it to the 
‘old man, remarking as he did, “One 
for you and one for me, Wallace. : 
meaning WaHace Reed..

One must recognize that pride is 
a vital circumstance in the Italian 
calculation.

ed. The result is not to be mis- 
taken; when I was in Paris, ltal- 
ians talked quite openly of.a return 
to the old German alliance anda 
French and British statesmen spoke 
of this as one of the certainties, 
provided only Germany were able to 
get together herself and thus offer 
@ solid basis for common profit. 

An alliance between Italy, Austria 
and Hungary on the one hand with 
Bulgaria as a fourth participant ana 
Germany on the other, would mean 
the suppression of the Jugo-Slav 
claims, which effect all four. Italy 
would gain Fiume, Austria recover 
territories allotted to the Slavs at 
Versailles, Hungary get back much, 
if not all of Slavonia and Croatia 
while Bulgaria would get Mace- 
donia. Moreover Rumania, with a 
quarrel on foot over the Banat is 
already reported to have made her 
bargain with Italy at the expense 
of her old allies.

ACQUIRED A VALUE

The payroll, usually the largest 
item of expense, comes up for con- 
sideration first. The few minutes 
individually lost at the beginning 
and end of the day, and also at the 
noon hour, aggregate a big loss in 
the working time of any business. 


When you go to work in the 
morning and the conductor takes up 
your fare, he registers: this on a 
gevice, which is placed on every 
car to keep an accurate account of 
the amount of money taken in by 
the conductor. Cash registers are 
f used to show the amount of jooney 
received, as a protction to the'retail 
Stores and places where they are 
used. Electric companies could not 
do business without some accurate 
means of registering the flow of 
current. @ 

The time recorder isthe only way 
in which an indisputable record of 
time can be recorded. This means 
fairness to employee and employer. 
It is mechanically correct and elimi- 
nates all human mistakes and gives 
an accurate record of the time. 

The recorder is usually placed at 
the point of entrance to the factory 
or office, and adjacent thereto—on 
either side, but sufficiently removed 
to avoid congestion—and card racks 
to hold the individual cards of the 
various employees, which are num- 
bered consecutively. As the em- 
ployee enters he removes his card 
from the “out” rack, places it in 
the receiver of the recorder, presses 
a lever (which causes the registra- 
tion) and passes on to the “in” 
rack, where he deposits his card in 
the proper space, according to its 
number. This operation is reversed 
upon departure, and is repeated as 
often as the employee arrives or 
departs from the building, the card 
being so arranged as to provide 
sufficient space for frequent regis- 
trations.

The crowds on the Mars Field were 
indeed enormous.

We stopped 
within fifty feet of a Bolshevist crowd 
and were met promptly by a hail of 
jokes and curses. The opponents de- 
rided the Provisional Government and 
shouted: .“Long live the revolutionary 
Down with the war!”

The Clash in the Streets. 

“When you cry, ‘Down with the war!’

Many onlookers be- 
came mixed up in the scrap and the 
result was a panic. 

, TY recovered consciousnes in the eve- 
ning. I was in my Own. bed with a 
physician beside it. He-told me that 
although I had lost considerable blood, 
my wound was not serious and that 
I would be able to resume my duties 
soon. 

Late in the evening the officer in 
charge reported that Michae) Rodzianko 
had come to see me. 

He came in and smilingly approached 
my bed and kissed me. 

“Heroitchik mine, I'am very glad 
that you escaped serious injury. There 
were many alarming reports about you. 
It was a brave act on your part to 
march straight into the midst of the 
Bolsheviki. Nevertheless, it was foolish 
of you and the Invalids to oppose such 
tremendous odds.” 

A Call from Rodzianko. 

I sat up in bed to show my visitor 
i He told me of 
the appointment of General Kornilov to 
the command of the southwestern front 
and of a luncheon on the morrow at the 
Winter Palace at which Kornilov would 
Rodzianko inquired if I 
would be strong enough to attend it, 
and the physician thought that I prob- 
ably would. Rodzianko then took leave, 
assuring me of readiness to help me 
at all times and -me'a speedy 


The following morning I felt’ steady 
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Battalion at the Front 


War Minister was in good humor and 
smiled benigniy at me. 

We were then asked into the dining 
room. Kerensky was seated at the head 
of the table, I at its opposite.end. Rod- 
gianko was on Kerensky's right, Korni- 
lov was on my right. There were also 
three Allied Generals present. One was 
on my left, and the other two were be- 
tween Kerensky and Kornilov. 

Kerensky Still Hopes. 

The conversation was carried on 
mostly in a foreign tongue and I un- 
derstood nothing. The burden of Keren- 
sky’s conversation at the table way, that 
in spite of the considerable disintegra- 
tion that was eating away the army, 
it was not too late as yet. He plauned 
a trip to the front, feeling certain that 
it would result in an offensive blow by 
our troops. 

Finally, Kerensky got up, and the 
luncheon was over. He told me before 
leaving that there would be a solemn 
presentation to me of the two stand- 
ards and icons sent by the soldiers from 
the front to the Battalion.’ 

The time left until the date set by 
Kerensky for the dedication of the Bat- 
talion’s battle flag was spent in inten- 
sive training and rifie practice. The 
women were getting ready to go to the 
front and awaited June 21st with im- 
patience. 

Finally, that day arrived. The giris 
were in high spirits. My heart beat 
with anticipation. The Battalion arose 
early. Every soldier had a new uni- 
form. The atmosphere was one of a 
holiday. 

The Blessing of the Standards. 


At nine in the morning two bands 
arrived at our gates. They were fol- 
lowed by Captain Kuzmin, assistant 
Commander of the Petrograd Military 
District, with instructions fer the Bat- 
talion to be at the St. Isaac Cathedral 
at ten o’clock in full military array. 
We started out ajmost immediately, led 
by the two army bands. 

The movement of people in the direc- 
tion of the Cathedral was enormous. 
The entire neighborhood was lined up 
with units of the garrison. There were 
troops of all kinds. A group of dis- 
tinguished citizens and officers was on 
the stairs leading to the entrance of 
the church. There were Kerensky, 
Rodzianko, Miliukov, Kornilov, Polovt- 
zev and others. 

The officiating persons were two 
archbishops and twelve priests. The 
church was filled to overflow. A hush 
fell on the vast gathering as I was 
asked to step forward and give my 
name. I was seized with fear, as if in 
the presence of God Himself. The 
standard that was to be consecrated 
was placed in my hand and two old 
battle flags were crossed over it, hid- 
ing me almost completely in their folds. 
The officiating archbishop then ad- 
dressed me, telling of the unprecedented 
honor of dedicating an army standard 
to a woman. + 

| Receive Golden Weapons. 


As he spoke and said the prayers, in 
the course of which he sprinkled me 
three times with holy water, I prayed 
to the Lord with all my heart and 
might. The ceremony lasted about an 
hour, after which two soldiers, delegates 
from the First and Third Armies, pre- 
sented to me two icons, given by fellow 
soldiers, with inscriptions on the cases, 
expressing their confidence in me as 
the woman who would lead Russia to 
honor and renown. 

General Kornilov, representing the 
army, then placed on me a revolver and 
saber with handles of gold. 

“You have deserved these gallant 
arms, and you will not disgrace them,” 
he said, and kissed me on the cheek. 

Kerensky then pinned the epaulets 
of a Lieutenant on my shoulders, pro- 
moting me to the rank of an officer. 
He, also, kissed me and was followed 
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the Institute arid marched to the Kazan 
Cathedral, on the way to the railroad 
station. The archbishop addressed us, 
pointing to the significance of the mo- 
ment and blessing us. 

Accompanied by the lusty cheers™ of 
the people who lined the streets, we 
marched to the station. We boarded 
the train under orders to proceed to 
Molodechno, the Headquarters of the 
Tenth Army, to which the Battalion 
was assigned. 

The journey was a triumphal pro- 
cession. At every station we were 
halied by crowds of soldiers and civil- 
ians. There were ovations, demonstra- 
tions and speeches. 

There were about a score of barracks 
in Molodechno. Almost half of these 
were filled with deserters from the front. 
There were also some criminals and a 
number of Bolshevist agitators. 

The Wreck of an Army. 


They discovered the arrival of the 
Battalion quickly, and while I was 
being driven to dinner they descended 
upon my girls in flocks and began to 
deride and molest them. The officer in 
charge perceived with alarm the grow- 
ing ingolence of the rogues and hur- 
ried to the Commandant of the Station 
to beg protection. 

“But what can I do?” answered the 
Commandant, helplessly. “I am power- 
less.- There are fifteen hundred of 
them, and there is nothing to be done 
but to bear patiently with their derision 
and win their favor by kindness.” 

The death penalty had already been 
abolished in the army. 

In other times, in the old days of 
January, 1917, it would have been suffi- 
cient to execute a couple of them to 
transform the fifteen hundred into re- 
spectable and obedient human beings. 
Now, the mighty Russian military or- 
ganization, while engaged in a mortal 
combat with a stupendous enemy, was 
rendered unable to cope with such a 
small group of recalcitrante! 

At the appeal of my officer in charge 
I returned to the barracks and after 
an argument the men drifted away. 

The Deserters Attack. 


Night came and my soldiers went to 
bed. It was not midnight yet when a 
party of the deserters came knocking 
at the windows and the thin wooden 
walls. They cursed us all and particu- 
larly me. They tried to enter through 
one or the other doors but were met 
by fixed bayonets. Getting no further 
through their raillery, they stoned the 
barrack, breaking some window panes. 

The next morning. General Valuyev, 
now Commander of the Tenth Army, 
reviewed the Battalion. He was greatly 
pleased and expressed his gratification 
to me over the perfect discipline and 
bearing of the unit. 

We started out, in full array, for the 
trenches early the following week. Hach 
of the girls carried her full equipment, 
a burden of about sixty-five pounds, 
There were thirty versts ahead of us 
to Corps Headquarters. 

The Corps Headquarters were situ- 
ated at Redki. We breakfasted in the 
barracks, after which we proceeded to 
prepare for review by the Commanding 
General. I had been invited to lunch 
with the Staff after review. 

The Battalion Review. 

It was then found that several of 
my girls were suffering from the ef- 
fects of the arduous march on the pre- 
ceding day. Two of them, Skridlova, 
my adjutant, the daughter of an Ad- 
miral who had commanded the Black 
Sea Fleet, and Dubrovskaya, the 
daughter of a General, were too ill to 
remain in the ranks and were sent to a 
hospital, I appointed Princess Tatu- 
yeva, of a famous Grusin family in 
Tiflis, the Caucasus, to be my adjutant. 
She was a brave and loyal girl, of high 
education and spoke fluently three for- 


languages. 
At twelve I formed the Battalion for 
review. The girls tried their best to

During the meal the con- 
versation was about the condition at 
the front and the state of - 
ness for a general offensive. I took 
practically no part in the discussion. 
At the end of ‘the meal, when all arose, 
Kerensky walked up to the Commander 
of my Corps and delivered himself un- 
expectedly of the following peremptory 
speech: : 

“You will see tp it that a committee 
be formed immediately in the Death 
Battalion and that she,” pointing at me, 
“cease punishing the giris!” 
~~ was thunderstruck. All the officers 
in the room pricked up their ears. 
There was a tense instarit. I felt my 
blood rush to my head, setting me 
ablaze. I was furious. 

With two violent jerks I tore off my 
epaulets and threw them into the face 
of the War Minister. 

“I don’t want to serve under you!” 
“Today you are this way, tomorrow, 
the opposite. You allowed me once to 
run the Battalion without a committee. 
I shall not form any committees! I am 
going home.” 

I flung these words at the reddened 
Kerensky before any one in the room. 
had recovered from the shock, ran out 
of the house, threw myself into the 
Corps Commander’s automobile and 
ordered his chauffeur to drive to Redki 
instantly. 

There was a great commotion as soon 
as I left the room, a friend of the Chief 
of Staff, Kostiayev, told later. Kerensky 
raged at first. 

“Shoot her!” he ordered in the flush 
of anger. 

“Gospodin Minister,” General Valu- 
yev, the Commander of the Tenth Army, 
said in my defense, “I have known 
Botchkareva for three years. She first 
tasted war ag a member of my corps. 
Fhe suffered more than any other soldier 


*at the front, because she suffered both 


as a woman and ag a soldier. She is a 
plain soldier and a word is a pledge to 
her. If she had been promised the com- 
mand of the Battalion without the aid 
of a committee, then she could never 
understand a reversal of the pledge.” 
The Commander of my Corps and 
other officers also spoke up for me. 
Finally, some remembered that Keren- 
sky had abolished capital punishment. 
We Move to the Front, 


“Capital punishment has been abol- 
ished, Gospodin Minister,” they said. 
“If Botchkareva is to be shot, then why 
not let us shoot some of those fifteen 
hundred deserters: who are raising th 
devil here?” : 

Kerensky then abandoned the thought 
of shooting me, but insisted before de- 
parting from Molodechno that I be 
tried and punished. The trial never 
came off. 

I was later called before the Com- 
mander and reprimanded for my un- 
military conduct. 

In a few days I applied to the Gen- 
eral for seven officers and twelve men 
instructors to accompany the Battalion 
to the trenches. One of the officers, a 
young Lieutenant named Leonid Grigo- 
rievitch Filippov, Was recommended to 
me for the post of adjutant in battle. 
Fillippov was known as a brave fellow, 
as he had escaped from a 
prison camp. 

The Battalion was assigned to the 
172nd Division, located within six versts 
We 
spent little time at Division Headquar- 
ters. After lunching we resumed our 
march, having been further assigned to 
the 626th Kuriag-Daryinski Regiment, 
about a verst and a half from Beloye 
and two versts from the fighting line. 
We arrived at Senki, Regimental Head- 
quarters, after sunset. 

Before the Battle. 


Two barns were placed at the dis- 
posal of the Battalion and one dugout 
for the officers. 

The girls were in high spirits the fol- 
lowing day. The Russian artillery had 
opened up early and poured a stream 
of fire into the enemy positions. Of 
course, that mean an offensive. The 
cannonade grew in violence as the 6th 
of July, 1917, was declining. The 
German artillery did not remain silent 
long. Shells began to fall here and 
there. 

The night was passed in the same 
barns at Senki. How many of the 
girls slept, I do not know. Certainly 
most of them must have been awed in 
the presence of War itself. The gung 
were booming incessantly, but my brave 
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stand irresistible momentum of 
fourteen miillion soldiers. Then there 
would be peace. 

In the dusk of July the 7th we made 
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breaking. Time did not Po a) 
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ask permission to enter the ranks of the 
Battalion for a joint advance. They 
were followed by about three hundred 
of the most intelligent and gallant 
soldiers in the regiment. Altogether, 
the Battglion’s ranks had swollen te 
about a thousand. I offered the com- 
mand to Lieutenant-Colonel Ivanov as 
to a superior, but he declined. 

Every officer was provided with a 
rifle. The line was so arranged that 
men and women alternated, a girl 
flanked by two men. The officers 
numbering about a hundred, were sta- 
tioned at equal distances throughout the

The first drainage district in 


| Franklin county was organized about 


three years ago. The Broad River 
Drainage district, with J. S. Crawford, 
of Toccoa, Ga. as chairman, was 
formed. Following the method of or- 
ganization as directed in the laws of 
the state, bonds were issued of a 
total value of $96,000. Under the law 
these bonds are issued with a ma- 
turity date thirteen years from date of 
‘\issue. For -the first two years the 
property owners who compose the dis- 


trict, that is to say, the owners whose 
property is shown to be benefited by 


the drainage work, as determined in 
preliminary survey, simply pay the 
interest on the bonds. For the re- 
maining ten years they pay the jn- 
terest and 10 per cent of a sinking 
fnud, thus maturing the bonds at the 
end of the twelfth year from the for- 
mation of the district.

The location of his lands 
and the ideal situation in which’ he 
found himself rendered his experience 
the most striking of any. But in every 
case the results are tremendous, when 
viewed even from the commercial side 
only. 

The average cost per acre for drain- 
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ity around here is infinitely more im- 
portant.” 


A TRIP OF 
REVELATION. 

Our party started from Carnesville 
in the early morning. We had arrived 
through the country by automobile 
from Toccoa the night before, ready 
to put in the entire day on a “look- 
see” of Franklin county. After a won- 
derful night of dreamless sleep in the 
comfortable old hotel that retains 
every feature of old-time, southern 
comfort and “hospitality, we left town 
for the Nails Creek Drainage district. 
In the party, besides the writer, were 
George H. Goode, attorney for the 
district, and a prominent lawyer of 
Toccoa; Judge W. R. Little, of Carnes- 
ville, and “the doctor.” 

Shortly after leaving Carnesville. we 
passed over Broad river at a point 
where the drainage work has not yet 
reached and had a. splendid oppor- 
tunity to view work which had yet 
to be dode’ On either side of the low- 
lying banks, for a distance of from a 
quarter of a mile to a mile the water 
lay in pools among the undergrowth. 
The land was utterlyeuseless for agri- 
culture. and, with the tangled brush 
and twisted tree trunks, reminded 
the spectator more of the miasmatic 
swamps of Florida than anywhere 
else. 

But we drove on to see similar land

The law provides that the construc- 
tion of the improvements be by con- 
tract, the commissioners being re 
quired to give notice by publication 
for tWo consecutive weeks in some 
newspaper published. in the county 
wherein the improvements are to be 
constructed and in such other publil- 
cations as they may deem advisabie, 
of the amount of work to be done and 


work. The work is awarded to the 
lowest bidder, who must enter into a 
contract with the commissioners and 
give a bond equal to 2f per cent of 
the estimated cost of the work award- 
ed him. The superintendent of con- 
struction is required to make monthly 
estimates of the work performed by 
the contractor and to check it against 
the specifications. If he approves the 
work the commissioners direct that an 
order for 90 per cent of the cdém- 
pleted work be drawn in favor of the 
contractor. Before the work is ac- 
cepted as complete it is the duty of 
the superintendent to check it care- 
fully to see that it complies with the 
specifications. If a contractor fail to 
complete his contract, action may be 
had against him and his bond to re- 
cover such damages as may have been 
sustained. 

When any drains cross public high- 
ways the cost of building all new 
bridges across such drains must be 
paid by the county. Any benefits con-| 
ferred upon such highways are as- 
sessed against it. To such assess- 
ments the boards of commiésioners of 
roads and reventtes or, if there be no 
such board, the ordinary of the coun- 
ty in which the road is located may 
file objections the same as land own- 
ers. Whenever the drainage improve 
ments will cross the right-of-way of 
any railroad company, notice must be 
sent to the company or its agents, fn- 
forming them of a date when officials 
of the district will meet them at the 
place where the ditch or dra'n’ may 
cross the right-of-way, for the purpose 
of agreeing on the place and manner 
in which such improvements shall 
cross. In case no agreement can be 
reached, then the distric?’s officials 
determine the place and manner of 
crossing and the damages, if any, 
which the railroad company may suf- 
fer. The cost of building new bridges 
or of enlarging and strengthening ex- 
isting bridges and culverts are not to 
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person ddmaging or obstructing any 
improvement becomes liable to a fine. 

Any person assesed for the cost of 
construction has the right to use the 


ditch or drain as an outlet for lateral... 


drains from his land. If his lands are 
separated from the outlet ditch by 
the lands of another, he has the right 
to cross the lands of such other party 
for the purpose of reaching the out- 
let ditch. 

After the lands are classified rr 
cording to benefits, as’ previously pro- 
vided, and the classification approved 
by the court, the drainage commission- 
ers prepare an assessment roll, giv- 
ing a description of all the Jands, 
the names of the owners, and the as- 
sessment made a” ainst each tract. The 
total of these assessments represents 
all costs, including damages awarded, 
less assessments miade against rail- 
roads. 

If the total cost shall average less 
than 26 cents per acre on all land in 
the district, the assessment made 
against each tract is payable in one 


installment; but if the assessment ex- 


ceeds 25 cents per acre, the draimage 
commissioners may give notice by 
publication for three weeks, as here- 
tofore provided, that they intend to 
issue bonds. Such notice must indl- 
cate the amount of bonds, the rate of 
interest the bonds will bear, and when. 
the same are payable. The interest 
on bonds will be add:tional to all 
other costs and must be borne by the 
land owners. Those not wishifig to 
pay this interest can escape by pay- 


ing their assessments in full to the 


county treasurer within thirty days 
after the notice has been published. 
After the thirty days have éxpired 
the commissioners may sell bonds, for 
not less than par, to the amount of 
the unpaid assessments, together with 
interest thereon, ‘. of collection 
and otber incidental expenses, These 
bonds which bear 6 per cent interest, 
payable annually, are paid in ten equal 
installments, the first installment fall- 
ing due three years after date of issue
